WASHINGTON, March 12.— 
(AP)—Senator Wheeler, Democrat, 
Montana, dramatically confronted 
the supporters of the Roosevelt 
court bill today with a quotation 
from the President opposing a gen-

eral increase in the namber of fed- 
eral Judges as likely to “contribute 


to the confusion.” 

Adroitly staging his presentation, 
the Montanan, a foe of the Presi- 
dent’s measure, read to the senate 
a lengthy excerpt from the chief ex- 
ecutive’s book, “Looking Forward” 
—without first revealing the identi- 
ty of the author. 

First smiling, and then with a 
grim expression, he announced only 
that he would quote “a great au- 
thority” on the subject. The sen- 
ate which has just listened to an 
analysis of ‘the problem of the ju- 
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diciary from Senator Norris, Inde- 
pendent, Nebraska, responded with 
alert atténtion, eager for more on. the 
great dispute. 

With emphasis, Wheeler read: 

Judicial Efficiency. 

“*The only way to attack the prob- 
lem is by rigorous application of judi- 
cial efficiency. In the face of this 
congestion, the remedy commonly pro- 
posed is to add new judges or new 
courts, but it will readily be seen that 
if the problem is what I have stated 
it to be, such a so-called remedy 
would merely aggravate the com- 


plaint.” 

“*There are, of course, legitimate 
demands for additional judicial man- 
power in sections where the popula- 
tion has grown rapidly. But it is 
easy to see that to apply this remedy 
to all cases is to add to the ravages 
of the disease, to contribute to the 
confusion, and, what is profoundly im- 
portaat at this time, te burden still 
further an already seriously embar- 
rassed taxpayer’.” 

Dramatic Denouement. 

Wheeler slammed the volume down 
upon his desk and faced the senate. 

“T am not simply quoting from 
some man who is a candidate for of- 
fice,” he said. “I am quoting from 
‘Looking Forward,’ written by Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1933.” 

The senate was visibly stirred. The 
Montanan continued: 

“Because some of us disagree with 
the President’s methods now and agree | 
with what he said in 1933, we're 
thought to be just ‘defeatist lawyers’ 
(he referred to an asesrtion by the 
President in a recent speech) or some- 
thing of that kind.

He put off until tomorrow a swim 
in the Warm Springe Foundation out- 
door pool. 

Glad to See “Boss.” 

Otis Moore, manager of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s farm, was glad to see.“the boss.” 
The President had never seen the 
farm at just this time of year when 
plowing was under way. 

Mr. Roosevelt also looked over his 
herd of 40 prize white-faced Herefords 
and a flock of chickens that Moore 
had added since the chief executive 
was here last spring.

the penitentiary today. 

Nineteen-year-old: Frank Haynie Jr., 
convicted with a’negro companion of a 


upon J. L. Simms, 47, ‘as the latter 
opened the cell door to put a ‘stool 
inside after the noon - meal. . He 
plunged a knife under Simms’ right 
arm pit, severing an artery. The 
guard died within half an hour from 
loss of blood. 

H. B. Harris, who had accompanied 
Simms to the death house to assist 
in feeding the condemned men—eight 
others are awaiting electrocution with- 
in the next few weeks—sprang to his 
comrade’s aid. 

Haynie, rushing from his 
knocked Harris down and then slashed 
his right arm, inflicting a superficial 
wound.

MADRID, Saturday, March 13.— 
(UP)—A desperate counter attack by 
Loyalists in the face of deadly flame- 
throwers turned back a portion of the 
Rebel army of 120,000 on the Guada- 
lajara front, the government an- 
nounced toflay. 

“The enemy has been halted’ was 
the cry which went back to headquar- 
ters after repeated assaults on the 
town of Trijueque finally dislodged 
the Rebels, most of them alleged to 
be Italian “volunteers.” 

It was the first time the Fascists 
had been turned back since Rebel 
General Francisco fFranco’s best 
troops opened a smashing attack de- 
signed to encircle Madrid and cut its 
defenders to pieces, 

Meanwhile Madrid police announced 
they had broken up a Fascist “fifth 
column” who had planned assassina- 
tions, kidnapings and sabotage to dis- 
rupt the capital’s defense. The lead- 
er of the organization was said to 
he Exuperio Munoz Gonzales a sym- 
pathizer of General Franco.

BUDGET APPROVED 


Measure Indorsed Would 
Increase Appropriations 
by $10,000,000 Yearly. 


A biennial appropriations bill car-

Georgia’s controversial prohibi- 
tion repeal proposal was assured of 
new consideration not later than 
Wednesday of next week by the 
house of representatives yesterday 
when the rules committee put it on 
the new. calendar and the house 
voted to make the repeal proposal 
a special order of business for 
Wednesday morning, if it is not 
reached before then. 

Speaker Roy V. Harris said he 
hoped the repeal plan could come 
up Tuesday, but added that it ap- 
peared doubtful after the house put 
in another full day on the Rivers- 
sponsored bill to levy a special 
maintenance tax om commercial 
trucks and buses without taking 
final action on the bill, which was 
flooded with amendments and sub- 
stitutes when it reached the floor late 
Thursday. 

-Meanwhile, Governor Rivers an- 
nounced he is ready to deliver his tax. 
message to the assembly any time the ~ 
house and senate desire it. The tax 
measure, however, is expected to be 
delayed until after final house con- 
sideration on repeal, despite the fact 
that Representative Dugas, of White 
county, yesterday submitted a resolu- 
tion inviting the Governor before the 
honse to discuss his views on repeal. 

Not Privileged. 

The Dugas motion was laid on the 
clerk’s desk and Speaker Harris ruled 
it was not privileged and therefore 
could not be immediately considered. 
When it will be considered, if ever, 
was not determined.

M. Strozier, of 
the West Georgia College; presided as 
chairman of the arrangements commit- 
tee and explained the meeting had 
been called by the Carrollton Lions 
Club for the purpose of: having the 
people of the county consider definite 
a improvement program. Carroll coun- 
ty was entered in the contest by Edi- 
tor J. J. Thomasson, of the Carroll 
County Times, soon after The Con- 
stitution’s announcement of the awards 
and the plans for the mass meeting 
were formed on February 23 at a 
Lions Club banquet for county lead- 
ers after the orgapization had an- 
nounced its intention of sponsoring 
the drive, Mr. Strozier said. 

Points considered at the mass meet- 
ing included the three features of a 
drive that the Lions Club especially 
wishes to sponsor. They are, continua- 
tion of rural electrification program 
until electric power is available to 
every farmer in the county, improve- 
ment of county health and sanitation 
facilities, and development of a com- 
plete farm-to-market and home-to- 
school road system.

gia Goats. 


STATESBORO, Ga., March 12.— 
(P)—The bleating of hundreds. of 
young goats broke the usual quiet in 
this south Georgia piney woods com- 
munity today as farmers rounded up 
the kids for the annual spring sale 
tomorrow. 

The young goats, which usually 

bring about $1 each, are shipped to 
markets in Philadelphia and New York 
where they are a delicacy at Easter 
time. 
The $1 is clear profit to the seller, 
because the young goats roam the open 
range, and the only expense is In 
rounding them up. Iaddition, each 
seller of more than 40 kids gets a 
bonus of $5. 

The kids are rounded up twice each 
year, usually before Christmas and 
at Baster time. — 

The big sale is in the spring, how- 
ever, because prices are better. Usual- 
ly between 1,500 and 2,000 kids are 
sold at this time. 

Kids most in demand weigh between 


15 and 25 pounds.

Senator Copeland, of New York,

Senator Walsh, of Massachusetts, 
called the court proposal “ruthless 
sabotage of the people’s rights’ and 
“a thinly disguised attempt to sus- 
pend the constitution.” 


COX ASSAILS JACKSON 
IN COURT PLAN HEARING 


Judicial Power Does Not Im- 
pair State’s Rights, Geor- 
gian Contends. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, March 12.— While 
the Opposition on the senate judiciary 
committee was unable to break down 
the pro-court reform arguments of 
Assistant Attorney General Robert 
A. Jackson, a Georgia house member, 
Eugene E. Cox, of Camilla, has taken 
violent exception to Ja¢ékson’s charge 
that “the federal judicial power is 
also impairing state's rights.” 

“The argument advanced by Mr. 
Jackson betore the committee,” Rep- 
resentative Cox, a majority member 
of the house rules committee and 
himself a lawyer, said “that the fed- 
eral judicial power is impairing state 
rights is a palpable attempt to con- 
ceal the intent and purpose of the de- 
mand to enlarge the membership ol 
the supreme court, for it is now ad- 
mitted by proponents of the bill that 
it will mean the swallowing up of all 
State sovereignty by federal power.” 

_ Cites Florida Case. 

During an hour's presentation of 
the President’s cause before the com- 
mittee, Assistant Attorney General 
Jackson made the open charge that 
“few decisions of the supreme court 
can be cited in which any state of 
the Union has been able to obtain any 
protection of its own constitutional 
rights, upon its own demand from 
that court.” 

He cited a Florida and a Massa- 
chusetts case to show™that a state 
could not sue in the highest judicial 
tribunal to prevent injury to it 
through its own citizens. 

“it was not congress,” the youth- 
ful assistant attorney general de- 
clared, “nor the executive, but it was 
the supreme court which denied the 
rights of any states of the. Union to 
make any law whatever dealing with 
minimum wages, and it was in More- 
head vs. Tipaldv, 298 U. S. 587, that 
the chief justice said: 

No Protection Offered. 

*“*‘And I can find nothing in the 
federal constitution which denies to 
the state the power to protect women 
from being exploited by overreaching 
employers through the refusal of a 
fair wage as defined in the New York 
statute and ascertained in a reason- 
able manner by competent authority.” 

Mr. Jackson further charged that 
state legislation inaugurating con- 
servative reforms had with increasing 
frequency been set aside by a majority 
of the supreme court ever since 1929, 
even though these state reforms did 
not encroach upon the powers of the 
federal government. 

“Advocates of court change,” Judge 
Cox continued, “confess that a new 
court is wanted, which will say that 
the general lfare clause carries a 
grant of legisltive power. Upon this 
subject Thomas Jefferson said that 
this would be equivalent to reducing 
the constitution to a single phrase, 
and that all preceding as well as aii 
following might be marked out. 

“Personal Control.” 

“Of course, everyone familiar with 
the proposition knows that the adop- 
tion of the President’s bill means the 
extension of federal control into the 
most intimate and personal relations 
of the people. There will be no 
rights reserved to the people that will 
be sacred against federal encroach- 
ment. The whole intent of this. bill, 
as everybody concedes, is to federalize 
every activity of life.” 

Shortly after Mr. Roosevelt sent his 
court message and bill to congress 
early in February, Representative Cox 
took the floor of the house to warn 
his colleagues that the chief execu- 
tive’s recommendation “constitutes the 
most terrible threat to constitutional 
government that has arisen in the en- 
tire history of the country.”

Mummitied Body 


Battling to Scientists in Russia 


of Composer 


MOSCOW, March 12.—(UP)—The 
unembalmed body of Nicholas Rubin- 
stein, famed Russian composed who 
died in 1881, tonight baffled Soviet 
embalmers and most of Soviet sciexce. 

The body first startled morticians 
when it was taken out of a burial 
vault in a monastery three years ago, 
in a perfect state of preservation, with 
a fresh rose on its chest. 

The body had been in the vault 53 
years. 

During the three years since the 
body was taken out of the vault it 
passed through a swift state of de- 
composition, then suddenly turned into 
a mummy. 

Scientists who have studied the case 
admit “complete amazement” over the 
curious habits of the corpse. It was 
pointed out that in earlier Russian 
times such a phenomenon would have 
resulted immediately in elevation of 
Rubinstein, son of a Jewish pencil 
maker, to sainthood. 

- However. Soviet scientists are con-

Dilemma. 


Atlanta’s critical financial condi- 
tion was a step nearer solution yes- 
terday following passage of the city’s 
omnibus revenue-raising bill by the 
house of representatives. 

The bill will be sent to the senate 
Monday morning for its first reading 
and it is possible for the program to 
be voted on in the eppet house Tues- 
day or Wednesday, thereby clearing 
it for the Governor's immediate con- 
sideration. | 

If passed by the senate and ap- 

Rl by the Governor, Atlanta will 

gin almost immediately to realize 
the benefits of the increased revenue 
the legislative program will bring. 

As amended by the Fulton and De- 
Kalb representatives in order to reach 
an accord on its provisions, the bill 
authorizes the city to change the wa- 
ter rates as of April 1. 

Relief Need Urgent. 

Additional revenue is badly needed 
by the city for a number of things, 
but principal among these is money 
for emergency relief, Atlanta has 
only $25,000 for this purpose in its 
budget now and it is expected this 
will be released by council Monday 
for March emergency relief. 

Constitutional amendments  pro- 
posed in the city program to enable 
the city to borrow money from the 
banks at a lower interest rate and to 
refund its deficit and certain bonds 
for emergency use are now in the 
process of going through the general 
assembly and, if passed, will be voted 
on by the people of the state in the 
general election set for June 8. 

Thus, if no hitch develops, the 
city’s program, designed to pay off 
indebtedness and place and keep the 
city on a cash basis, will be in full 
effect within two months. 

Increased taxation as provided in 
the omnibus bill is principally of tem- 
porary nature, being designed to tide 
the city over until it can get on its 
feet financially through the other pro- 
visions of the dovetailing program 
which betters the method of financing 
the city’s business. 

5-Year Reversion. 

The water-rate increase and the city 
ad valorem tax rate increase both will 
revert automatically to present rates 
at the end of five years. Adjustments 
in the sanitary tax rate will continue 
but are to be confined to raising only 
the cost of maintaining the sanitary 
department. Only $50,000 is antici- 
pated from increases in business li- 
censes, which will be made possible 
by removal of the $300 business license 
limitation and placing it at $1,000 
City officials plan to increase license 
fees only on businesses which pay lit- 
tle or no ad valorem taxes “or busi- 
nesses conducted over desks and an 
paper but which pay no tax on prop- 
erty,” Mayor Hartsfield expressed it. 

The entire revenue-raising program, 
including the limitations on the change 
in the water rate, is expected to bring 
in between $1,300,000 and $1,400,000 
additional revenue for two years, fall- 
ing off some $350,000 at the end of 
that time.

Another session of the committee is 
to be held at 11 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing at the welfare department to re- 
ceive a check on certain individual 
cases now under investigation, and

It was predicted that the commit- 
tee will suggest a number of changes 
of minor nature and probably will 
seek to set up some form of addi- 


tional relief agepcy to supply quick 
relief to unemployed persons who face 
starvation while seeking work. | 

Under rules of the Fulton Welfare 
Department, it can issue relief mon- 
ey to persons who are classed as un- 
employables, or those who cannot work 
even if jobs were available, but it 
cannot give relief to employable per- 
sons even if their need is urgent. The 
Welfare Department certifies employ- 
able persons for WPA projects, for 
which service the WPA donates about 
$500 monthly as pay on the salaries 
of workers in the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, Miller said. 

Of the numerous charges of im- 
proper distribution of relief heard by 
the committemen at the public hear- 
ings conducted for two weeks at the 
city hall, not one had been found 
to be authentic yesterday. However, 
the Welfare Department case workers 
yesterday afternoon began the task of 
double-checking the case of every name 
meutioned by those complaining at the 
public hearings, and of those named 
in letters sent the committee. . 

This report wil be received by the 
committee at its meeting tomorrow 
morning. 

Direcfor Miller urged that the WPA 
certification service not be interrupted. 

He said there are between 7,000 
and 8,000 employable persons residing 
in Fulton county and in need of as- 
sistance. Because the WPA cannot 
certify workers to its own projects, 
it is necessary for another agency to 
do so, for which service Miss Gay 
B. Shepperson, state WPA administra- 
tor, contributes a certain sum, Mill- 
er said that this money used to pay 
salaries of welfare department work- 
ers enabled the department to. dis- 
tribute just that much more in emer- 
gency relief. 

He outlined the various services: of 
the welfare department and explained 
to the committee that the department 
does not administer the surplus food 
warehouse stores here. Case workers 
give requisitions to those on relief 
rolls for supplies at the surplus food 
warehouse but the federal government 
buys and distributes the food. 

Decrease in the amount of relief 
money allocated to the department thie 
month has reduced the average relief 
check from about $5 per person per 
month to a little more than $3 a per- 
gon, he said. 

The director said he knew that 
“many persons are not receiving 
enough relief’? but that nothing can 
be done for them without more money. 

He told the committee that the an- 
ditor’s figures show the overhead cost 
of the welfare department to be 9 per 
cent of the total revenue. 

Alderman Fd A. Gilliam. chairman, 
exhibited Jetters from Dallas. Texas, 
and New Orleans, showing their ad- 
ministration costs much higher than 
Atlanta’s. 

Dallas reported that the city con- 
tributes $3,000 a month to relief, and 
the county gives $16,000. The total 
money handled by the Dallas relief 
ageney over a period of five years was 
only $249,778, however. 

New Orleans spends $151,269 each 
month. its relief bill having increased 
from $55.000 in 19384 to more than 
$1,000,000 in 1986. The state, the 
county and the federal government 
share in the New Orleans relief cost, 
and the city itself imposes a 2 per 
cent gasoline and amusement tax for 
the support of relief.

Steiner Clinic Work Unattfected 
As Fike Quits Outside Affiliation 


Head of Clinic To Be Better Able To Direct Local Fight 
on Cancer After Retirement as Director of 
American Society, Say Trustees. 


The retirement of Dr. ‘Rupert H. 
Fike from the board of directors. of 
the American Society for the Control 
of Cancer in “no way affects his work 
as director of the Steiner Clinic,” it 
was pointed out yesterday in a state- 
ment issued by Joseph H. Hirsch and 
Eugene Oberdorfer, trustees of the 
estate of Albert Steiner. 


The statement, which also com- 
mended the Women's Field Army for 
its campaign against cancer, said Dr. 
Fike’s retirement “is a relief to him 
and leaves him entirely free to pursue 
the splendid work at Steiner which 
gained for the institution dnd for him- 
self national recognition.” 

The statement follows: 

“The retirement of Dr. Rupert H. 
Fike from the board of directors of 
the American Society for the Control 
of Cancer after nine years of dis- 
tinguished service in no way affects 
his work as director of the Steiner 
Clinic. 

“The American Society for the Con- 
trol of Cancer ceased all activities in 
Georgia in 1933 because of conditions 
in which Steiner hospital had no con- 
cern. Dr. Fike requested the privilege 
of resigning as a director, but was 
asked to remain until the expiration 
of his term. His retirement is a re- 
lief to him and leaves him entirely 
free to pursue the splendid work at 
Steiner which has gained for the in- 
stitution and for himseif national rec- 
ognition. 

“Neither Dr. Fike nor the Steiner 
trustees would offer any comment at 


this time except to allay the fears of | 


the thousands of men and women who 
are engaged in the crusade against 
cancer. Dr. Fike, of course, will con- 
tinue his fine and effective work as 
director of the Steiner hospital and 
he and his able staff of physicians 
stand ready, as in the past, to encour- 
age and co-operate with all who are 


engaged in the campaign to prevent, 
to discover and to cure this disease. 

“The fight on cancer must continue 
on all fronts. No single hospital or 
group of physicians can cope with 
cancer. The interest of the layman ‘as 
well as the doctor must be enlisted. 
Education of our citizens offers more 
hope than any method of treatment 
yet discovered. When the people gen- 
erally have become as informed about 
cancer as they are about tuberculosis, 
the death rate from cancer will begin 
to fall. 

“We especially commend the spirit. 
purpose, and practical good sense of 
the Women’s Field Army against can- 
cer, now getting under way, and be- 
speak for it the sympathetic interest 
and co-operation of the press and the 
public. ‘Fight Cancer With Knowl- 
edge’ is the slogan of the campaign. 
It is a stirring challenge to doctors 
and citizens alike and is of far more 
importance than the personnel of any 
board or the pride or prejudices of 
any individual or any group.”

“I do not take any exception to 
what The Constitution said. I be- 
lieve in the privilege of free speech 
and freedom of the press. As one

Everett Marshall, of La Junta, 
Col., world’s heavyweight wrestling 
champion, is still titleholder’ this 
morning. But only after the lo 
and. hardest match he has had since 
he won the crown. Before an over- 
flow crowd (hundreds were turned 
away) last night at the Atlanta the- 
ater, Marshall. the Danish _  adonis, 
managed to win one questionable fall 
in a blistering 90-minute match with 
Orville Brown, one of his chief chal- 
lengers. 


The great Marshall, who has been 
knocking them all over in quick time, 
beating Jim McMillan last week in 18 
minutes and Shikima, the great Jap, 
Tuesday night at Chicago, 'in 23 min- 
utes, found himself against an aroused, 
never-say-quit foe,.and admitted aft- 
erwards it was the toughest bout he 
had had ‘since he went three hours 
and 17 minutes with Jimmy Londos 
several years ago. 

Marshall took the first fall in 11 
minutes, Referee Sam Muchnick, of 
St. Louis, ruling Brown's shoulders 
were down, despite the protests of a 
large part of the huge crowd. Then 
they re-entered the ring and. smashed 
and tore at each other for one hour 
and 19 minutes, the time limit of 90 
minutes stopping the match. 

And at the finish it was Brown, the 
grim challenger. who was the fresher 
of the two. The magnificently built 
Marshall, trained as he was. had bar- 
gained for no such struggle. It is 
snfe to say the final gong sounded 
like the sweetest music ever to fall 
on his uncanliflawered ears. 

Brown wouldn’t quit. He was a 
raging. stalking tiger. Exactly 19 
times did Marshall employ his famous 
arm-pull hold to whip the ‘Missouri 
Mule over his head and throw him 
sprawling on his back outside the rine.

“T knew Brown was good, but I 
guess he was a lot better than I fig- 
ured him to be,’’ was all the cham- 
pion would say.

Since it was apparent that East 
could stop the run of diamonds, these 


deglarers now discarded a diamond on | 
dummy’s third heart, and led up to | 


the club king. The ace being in the 
right position, six odd were made in 
these seven cases. 


The other player happened to be 
the best in the field, and he took a 
different view of the hand. On win- 
ning the first trick with the diamond 
jack, he saw the great danger of an 
immediate spade finesse. If it were 
to lose to East, and the club ace and 
diamond king were “off side.”’ the 
contract would be defeated. Rather 
than risk this lay of cards, this de- 
clarer went out for safety methods. 


He led three rounds of hearts, end- 
ing in dummy, and discarded his low 
clubs on the last round. Now, having 
limited his club losers to one,. he led 
the. ten of clubs from dummy, hoping 
to sneak by the singleton king if the 
ace were in East’s hand. East, how- 
ever, jumped up with the ace, and 
returned his intermediate diamond, 
and now this poor declarer was on 
the spot. West’s original lead of the 
deuce had strongly indicated four dia- 
monds. If he had them, they must 
include the king (since East, 
could have only two diamonds, had 
not shown the king), and if declarer 
now were to duck and allow West to 
win, a third round would be ruffed by 
East. Declarer therefore made the 
perfectly natural play of the diamond 
ace. West ruffed this and. although 
declarer picked up the spade king on 
a finesse. he still had to concede a 
diamond trick to East’s king. 


Thus, his safety play of cashing 
three hearts before taking the spade 
finesse proved a boomerang. It did 
hélIp insure his contract, but this was 
valueless in the face of the six spades 
made by the other less careful de- 
clarers.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER | 


A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

Last Saturday I answered some of 
the questions asked about Egypt by 
boys and girls in a school I visited 
recently. Now I shall take up more 
questions. 

In what part of Egypt are the 
pyramids usually found? Phyllis 
Deaderick. 

In northern Egypt. The most fa- 
mous group is near the village of 
Gizeh, not a great distance from the 
city of Cairo. This group is on the 
western side of the Nile river, and 
it is interesting to remember that the 
Egyptians believed spirits “went west” 
after leaving the body at the time of 
death. 

About how long ago were people 
living in Egypt? Marjorie Jolley. 

Millions of people live in Egypt 
today, but they differ in some ways 
from the famous folk who lived there 
long ago. The ancient Egyptians -rob- 
ably moved into the Nile valley from 
Asia. The date is not known, but the 
settlement probably took place be 
tween 8, and 10,000 years ago. 
There are reasons to believe that the 
Egyptians learned the art of picture- 
writing more than 7,000 years ago. 

How was a mummy prepared for 
burial? Arthur Wayne Adams. 


Several methods were used, but we 
have not found out everything about 


them which it would be interesting to 
know. A common custom in the burial 
of kings and nobles was for the priests 
to take the heart and other internal 
organs from the corpse. These were 
wrapped in linen cloth, or were placed 
in jars. Then the rest of the body 
was treated with oils and spices, and 
was wrapped around with strips of 
cloth. The result was a “mummy,” 
which was placed in a mummy case 
and later in a tomb. 

Many mummies have lasted down 
to the present time. During a visit to 
the British museum in London, I saw 
a mummy believed to be 6,000 or 
7,000 years old. That mummy had 
— hair, a strange thing for an 

gyptian. 

Is there a pyramid of the moon in 
Mexico? Alfred Hartman. 

Yes, there is a paren with that 
mame about two urs’ drive from 
Mexico City.
